pasced, in favour of the Ministry 
which it is now the epleddid 
ambition’ of Lord Rbondds to 
create. No one then thought that 
we, were doicg more than the 
spade work of education which 
would besr frais in distant yesre 
—bot war teaches Jessons io 
lightoivg flashes. © 

The chief arguments are theae- 
Firat, the bewildering namber 
of offices ‘and departments. to 
sppreach at present befors any- 
thing can be done. Take the 
most recent instance, the attempt 
to stop racial poisoning.

His. Ceacfustous Alter Visit to 
the Battle Lines. ‘ 


Thatwar inclines the man in’ 
the trenches, the civilian bebind. 
the line, snd nations as a whole, 
towards God rather than away 
from Him, was the opinion 
expressed recently in New York 
hy the. Right Rev. Charlee Henry 
Brent, Protestant Episcopal Bi- 
sbep. of the Philippines. Bishop 
Brent has bat recently returned 
from Ezropo, where, he ¢pent four 
months, chiefly at the front in 
France, He said that everywhere 
he. went along the French and 
British lines he feand evidence, 
of religion, sod, while it waa not 
possibleto make sweeping genera- 
lisations, back of the lines aa 
well, the war had, in the ‘main, 


' | made for constructive belief. 


Constantly facing death in the 
trenches engenders a certain 
emount of fateliem, the Bishop 
aimitted, bat not the fatalism 
that ‘leada the soldier to trast in 
luck, rather the kind that makee 
him pat his troet'in God. Be- 


tween the two he drew a eharp 


distinction... In common with 
almost every other American 
who hss visited France and 
England since August, 1914, 
Bishop Brent commented on the 
mag: ificent spirit of self-sacrifice 
and devotion. which haa trane- 
figured both nations in their grim 
fight for liberty. : 

“Let ue turn first to France,” 
Bishop Brent esid. “Prior to 
the war there it was considered 
a-methiog of an offence if an 
officer showed himself ta be re- 
ligious by ‘bis convereation, 
by in any wav reveal- 
iog hia onl. To-day it 
is quite the opposite. Thisis ia 
happens: I was at’ mesa with a 
group of etaff officers, the ranking 
officer a man of great eminence. 


‘The question of religion and ‘its 


rélation not only to soldiers, bat 
tothe whole nation, was in- 
troduced by one of them. He told 
me that he thought the war bad 
revived the Christian religion, and 
that, moreover, the revival had 
come to stay. 

“He gave me this reason: The 
roldiers found themselves con- 
fronted with desth continuously, 
and this led them to the con- 
clasion that the only things worth 
considering were tbe things that 
this life'and the life beyond the 
grave had in common. They die- 
covered, he esid, new value.- He 
frankly told me that he wes 3 
religious man, Andall thia wae 
doring the couree ofan ordinsry 
couverestion. It waa taken aga 
matter of couree. 

“Everywhere I went slong the 
French line I saw evidence of 
religion: _In Verdun they bave a 
besatiful little chapel’ and 8 very 
fine chaplain. Even amidet the 
rains of Soaville there wasa place 
barrowed oat where services were 
held: “As you know, there are a 
great many prieste with the 
French army, and it ie not un- 
common to ses 8 eoldier makjog 
hia confession: . right in® the 
trenches. 

“So far az chorch attendance 
‘13 a sympton of reality in religion, 
the attendance in the charckes 
tbroaghoat France indiestes that 
the people are truly worshipping. 
I went into churches in‘a’ great 
many places, not merely in Paris, 
bat in towns behind the line out. 
side thé’ zane of actual fighting. 
They were alwaye crowded. 

“Of course, I do think,” he coa- 
tinged, “ that the constant facing, 
of death mskes men more or lesa 
fatalietic. I felt my eelf ss the 
soldier feels when the shells were 
whiatling over my bead, ‘Ia that 
shell labelled with my name?’ ‘I 
see nothing, bowever, eapecially 
irreligions in thet sort of fataliem. 
There is s Christian fataliem 
and a naturalistic fataliem, or, in’ 
other words, 8 fetaliem that traste’ 
in God and 6 fataliem that trosta 
in lack.. The kind one finds in| 
the trenches hea been expreased 
in a verse by Julian Grenfell, 
wriiteg about a month before ‘he 
was killed:

“ Coming to England, 3 you have 
a different naligom ‘geniag, bat 


‘the eatsbliched church, and ‘no 


douht some of bis criticiem 
is true. At the game tine, Mr. 
Wells is not in any position to be 
a religions critic, When he gives 
a vision of religion thst is to com- 
pelling and powerfal that the re- 
ligion which he oriticisea becomes 
pale and insigoificant beside his 
own ideal, he will become a critic. 
worthy of attention. Not antil 
than, however. 
. “So fer aa the ‘toldiore are 
concerned, you will find a 
great variety of religious reac- 
tion. But, in the main, the war 
has made for constructive belief. 
Take, for instance, the case of 
large numbers of men, men of 
caltate, character, position, .and: 
-wealth, who prior to the war were 
drifting along withont any eerious 
atm, Grest numbers of there 
men have found their soalin the 
war. Men like Julian Grenfell 
and his brother Billy. Men of 
literary talent bave been made to 
eocnd 8 sote of sidcérity and 
‘power through the war thet-would 
not have come to fruition otber- 
wise. Hankey's book,*A Stadent 
in. Arms,’ ig a good illastration. 
“Generals and other high rank- 
ing cficera, 
especially religions, now confeca 
that they have: been driven to 
prayer by the weight of their 
apzieties and responsibilities: I 
remember taking xn ordinary 
service “at the front. when there 
were four major-generals present, 
the ranking one being commander 
of sa. army. This was not an 
exception. It waa 3, common- 
place. The Tommies are single- 
minded ‘ chaps -and very readily 
respond” to religious- appeal. 


‘It ia not an ancommon ‘hing, 


before an cifensive tskea place, 
for the men to ask the chaplain 
to hold: the communion service, 
You: find readiness to sscrifice 
self, to lay down life everywhere, 

“Ae for the great body of civi- 
liana, both “in France and Eng- 
land, you find a. heroic and: 
magnificent epirit. Parents ‘ac- 
taslly rejoice to give their sons 
toacause which they believe to 
be greater tban’ anything in 
life. France bas become trans- 
figored by this epirit, and 
England slmost.aa much so, I 
dido’t find a single person among 
the hundrede I talked 10, who had 
lost'sons, who showed any bitter- 
‘pese. And in every inetance there 
was a searchicg out for God, 

“ War does reveal. the worst in 


| men, however, aa well ag bring 


out the best, so one must not 
make'a sweeping generalisation 
ag though it,were solely a move- 
men: Godward. The evil exceaaca 
and self-indalgence of ‘certain 
sectiona of society are just 
86 terriic ss the religious 
splendoar and the eelf-ascrifices 
of other sections aré magnificent. 

War is undoubtedly an evil, and 
it depends on the choice of. the 
people who are face to face with 
the hideous realities of if whether: 
they become ennobled or debased.°
